The Arkansas Statute Sections 


,9-4001 and 19-4035 provides that 
Cities of the Second Class and in- 
corporated towns may set up Water 
k Light Commissions. Cities of the 
First Class now operating under 
commissions for their 
Water and 


Liight Plant established these com 
misions while they were Cities of j 
.he Second Class. There is one act 
lhat I recall that permits a City of 
the First Class owning its own Wa- 
ter Plant to set up a water com- 
mission. Under the verbiage of this 
act, however, Hope could not set 
up a commission because it owns 
both its Water Plant and its Light 
Plant and the two are operated as 
one.

History of Hope 
Plant Told at 
Kiwanis Meet 


A history of the Hope Flooring 


and Lumber Company was out- 
lined by General Manager John 
Wallace at the regular 
Tuesday 


noon luncheon of the Hope Kiwanis 
Club on a program arranged by 
Aubrey Albritton. 


The local plant was started June 


13, 1946 with the first oak flooring 
being produced the following De- 
cember. Only two per cent of the 
flooring has been sold in Arkansas 
with the balance being shipped to 
38 states. 


In thi£ five years the plant has 


produced 20,980,962 feet of oak 
flooring, enough to furnish 20.980 
homes.. This would floor all the 
| homes in a city seven times the 


size of Hope. 


The 5-year period employes pay- 


roll was $731,471.33 with taxes, in- 
surances on the wages amounting 
to $49,870.43. Sawmills, ell sizes, 
within 100 miles radius of Hope 
was paid $1,716693.58 while local 
. firms including electrical, water 


and gas were paid in excess of 
$273,000, Mr. Wallace concluded.

Children Got 
Hospital Aid 


Little Rock, Feb. 6 — The annual 


report of Miss Ruth Beall, super- 
intendent of the Arkansas Chil- 
dren's Home & Hospital, the state's 
only 
institution 
where 
indigent 


children are treated, disclosed to- 
day that during 1951 a total of 11 
children of Hempstead county re- 
ceived treatment. 


The report disclosed that these 


11 children were hospitalized for 
341 days at a total cost of $3,688.44 
based on the 
hospital's 
cost of 


$10.84 a day to keep a bed occu- 
pied. 


The hospital is supported by an 


annual appropriation from the Gen- 
eral Assembly, 
the Little 
Rock 


Community Fund, and appropria- 
tions from quorum courts among 
the state's 75 counties.' 


The youthful patients of the hos- 


pital are treated by Little Rock 
physicians who have donated their 
services to the institution since it 
was founded in a rented cottage in 
1911. 


The hospital was opened in its 


present location 
at 
Eighth and 


Wol/e streets in 1925, after friends 
of the institution had collected a 
building fund for its erection.

The basic plan remains 
the same whereby each household 
in thu city pays a monthly fee for 
stjgyiccs.of \ho heaAyj.,den,firlm(;nt 
that includes garbage collection, 
trash hauled off, the city's spray- 
ing campaign and various other 
health programs.
